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Bishop opens new time, talent, treasure effort

LAST YEAR WAS. just a ‘‘warm-up’’ for 
Stewardship ’73 — the people’s sharing of time, 
talent and treasure for the good of the parish, 
diocese and Church. 


The positive results of Stewardship ’72, when 
the seeds of Christian giving were sown and took 
root, augurs well for the success of this year’s 
effort. 


Stewardship ’73 got underway last week with 
clergy and regional moderators’ meetings. 


IN A MESSAGE to the people, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher stresses that stewardship ‘“‘is an integral 
part of the Church...and the fulfillment of a 
Christian vocation. 


“It is grounded in the participation of the 
Christian community in the works of the Church 
in education, Catholic social services, in the 
ministry of the priesthood and all apostolic 
works. In its services it must provide the forum 
for growth and learning for all men.” 


Through stewardship, he said, Christians 
“have a greater appreciation of the needs of the 
community and they should respond readily to 
them and thus make Christ’s love visible in the 
performance of their stewardship. 


“THERE IS NEED to present a program that 
will reach out to those we are to serve — the less 
fortunate, the needy and the oppressed.”’ 


As the bishop indicates, stewardship is 
showing concern for others, the sharing of our 
blessings from God with the less fortunate and 
becoming totally involved in works of charity. 

The Stewardship ’73 financial goal is the same 
as last year — $2 million. It is again designed as 
an educational program also so that all Catholics 
may become more aware of their responsibility 
to their parish community and the Church in the 
diocese and world. 


AS IN 1972, parishes will be rebated all funds in 
excess of 75 per cent of their respective targets. 
Last year 115 parishes shared more than $500,000 
in rebates. 


Major share of the $2 million total - $700,000- 
will go to elementary and diocesan high schools.

Other allocations are: seminary, vocations and 
priest formation $300,000; Catholic Community 
Services (consortium) $300,000, and aged and 
infirm priests’ funds $200,000. The remaining 
$500,000 is for parish refunds. 

The allocation for aged and infirm priests 
replaces the Stewardship ’72 item of parish loan 
funds. This loan fund is now being handled on a 
different basis, separate from Stewardship 
funds.

On Jan. 27 and 28 pastors will preach on 
stewardship and encourage people to serve as 
visiting stewards. Cards will be completed by 
volunteer men and women for training sessions. 


Six steps to win continent 
for Christ in Key 73 drive

KEY 73 — the continent-wide evangelical 
crusade — has six major phases of action. Msgr. 
John R. Portman, chairman of the Diocesan 
Ecumenical Commission, explained the 
phases as follows: 


Phase 1 — Calling our continent to repen- 
tance and prayer. 


Phase 2 — Calling our continent to the Word 
of God. This will continue through Lent, 
with the focus on the prayerful study of the 
Bible, to bring the person of Jesus Christ 
clearly into view. 


Phase 3 — The great event of Christ’s 


Resurrection. 

Phase 4 — Centers around missionary 
activity to youth. 

Phase 5 — Calling our continent to 


proclamation. This will take the form of 
missionary preaching. 


Phase 6 — Calling our continent to com- 


mitment, to seek for continued dedication 
to Christ. 


SPEAKING TO the La Jolla unit of Church 
Women United, the editor of the Southern Cross 
last week explained that Key 73 is intended to 
show that Christians are united in Christ. ‘‘In a 
pledge of unity in belief in God, we will try to 
live, to act and to love as Christians,”’ he said. 


The installation meeting, at Mary, Star of the 
Sea, La Jolla, representing 12 denominations, 
heard Michael Newman call for personal 
evangelizing, by ‘each of us acting like 
Christians, if only for an hour at a time. We have 
to achieve spiritual renewal within ourselves 
before we can impart it to others.” 


“Nobody is expecting us to become Billy 
Graham or Archbishop Fulton Sheen overnight. 
We’re not out to evangelize the whole city, nor 
even our street. Our call, in Key 73, is simpler, 
yet more difficult. We are simply asked to go 
along through the year ‘living and forgiving.’ 
Like the Little Flower, St. Therese, we should 
practice the ‘little way’ to sainthood,” he said.

THERE WAS ONCE a time when our CCD apostolate was 
thought of — by some — as almost the ‘‘orphans”’ of the 
Church. Our work was viewed as stop-gap education for those 
not in parochial grade or Catholic high schools. 

Like the ad says: ‘‘You’ve come a long way, baby!” 
Anyone who would observe the joint efforts of the diocesan 
schools office and the CCD at establishing common concerns 
and programs in religious education would recognize that 
there is a mutual sense of belonging between the two today.

Sunday's the time to volunteer

THE OLD ARMY custom of the top 
sergeant picking “‘volunteers”’ for a specific 
job does not seem to apply to lay volunteers 
for the forthcoming Diocesan Synod II. 


For these volunteers — serving the synod 
at the parish, deanery and diocesan level — 
will make history by being the first lay 
people directly involved in Church reform 
and renewal. 


Many volunteered before the official 
“Volunteer Day’’ this Sunday, Jan. 21. The 
diocese’s 162 parishes have more than 
500,000 volunteer cards along with 
suggestion sheets — for distribution at all 
Masses. 


THREE PARISH lay representatives will 
be at the church door to help in filling out the 
cards and answer questions. They also will 
be available for at least two following 
Sundays. 


Replies and suggestions will be symbolic 
of the people’s ‘‘personal involvement”’ at 
every stage of the synod, says Father Phillip 
Straling, the synod’s secretary. ‘‘They will 
demonstrate their desire to work with the 
synod at various levels, local, regional and 
diocesan.” 


Men, women and youths will indicate 
which three of the 14 major synod areas of 
work they are interested in. Lay members of 
diocesan commissions concerned with these 
areas will come from these volunteers. 


THE SUGGESTION forms enable the 
people to propose matters to be considered 
by the synod. Information from these cards 
will be tabulated and coordinated for use by 
the appropriate commission in drafting 
synod documents. 


Both cards also may be returned later to 
the rectory or mailed to the Diocesan Synod 
Office, Aleala Park, San Diego, 92110. 

Preparation for the suggestion-volunteer 
day included a previous Pre-Synod Sunday 
(Jan. 14) when brochures explaining the 
function and work of a synod were 
distributed and homilies, many by lay 
people, dealt with other phases of a synod. 


INCLUDED WITH the brochures was a 
plan, or timetable, for the synod which will 
open officially in October with ceremonies 
in St. Joseph’s Cathedral and parish 
churches. 


Most of the synod’s work will be in local 
“‘speak-up”’ sessions led by a parish synod 
board of at least a priest, a sister, and a lay 
man, woman and youth. 


Similar sessions — where concerns of the 
diocese will be aired — will take place at the 
deanery and diocesan levels through lay 
committees, as well as priests’ and sisters’ 
committees. 


REPORTS OF these speak-up meetings 
will be before the diocesan commissions 
when they write synod documents. These 
commissions also work closely with the 
bishop who, in accordance with Church law, 
maintains veto power. 


The February timetable calls for the 
formation of parish synod boards and 
selection of three representatives — man, 
woman and youth — for the Deanery Lay 
Committee which will set up the Diocesan 
Lay Committee. This group will comprise 
three members from each of the 12 
deaneries in the diocese. 


Chairmen of the 14 diocesan commissions, 
the synod’s executive secretary and the 
bishop will constitute the Diocesan Synod 
Board.

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A time to keep

What would you ask Archbishop Quinn? 


What would you ask the youngest archbishop in the 
United States? I had the opportunity to spend some 
time with our own (born in Riverside) Archbishop John 
R. Quinn last week for a question and answer session. 
So many of you remember him as boy, priest, seminary 
rector, auxiliary bishop and pastor that I am sure you 
will find his comments interesting. 


As you know, last month he was named the Ordinary 
the new Archdiocese of Oklahoma City and possibly the 
youngest archbishop in the world. Here is our Q and 
A session: 


What is your general view of the state of 
the Church today? 


I was in Rome in October and I visited two 
national seminaries. I was very impressed by the 
spirit in both places — the openness, the absence of 
cynicism, the absence of a “chip on the shoulder” 
attitude. There’s a new mood altogether, of real 
spirituality, a sense of prayer and faith. I was at an 
audience of the Holy Father where there were 
10,000 people from all over the world. 


Those two experiences led me to this real convic- 
tion that the Catholic Church is very much alive and 
well. There’s a real faith there. People coming from 
all over the world to gather around the person of 
the Pope and he speaking to them in simple pastoral 
language of faith, and their response of faith. The 
vitality of the Church couldn’t be more evident. In 
the words of Pope Pius XII, “The Church is coming 
to a new springtime...” I really think that is what 
is happening. 


Your committee of the National Confer- 
ence of Catholic Bishops issued over your 
name recently a document on women in 
the ministry. Would you care to amplify or 
clarify that document in some way? 


This study document is simply meant to bring into 
relief, and in a fairly brief manner, some of the 
problems that must be considered in depth if we 
are going to deal with this problem in a serious 
manner. This paper, issued by the committee on 
pastoral research, was simply a contribution to the 
on-going study of the question of the ordination of 
women. It was not meant to close any doors or to 
take any clear position except to point out some of 
the obstacles and problems which have to be care- 
fully studied if this question is going to be handled 
sensibly. 


Do you foresee that the Church will move 
speedily or will take some time over this 
matter of women in the ministry? 


I think it will take some time because there are 
some very, very serious obstacles, from a theological 
point of view, that are going to perhaps take a lot 
of careful weighing from many, many angles. It can’t 
be said, for example, that the prohibition against 
the ordination of women is purely a cultural thing. 
Our Lord, in the Gospels, is recorded as sweeping 
aside cultural prejudices in various manners. The 
New Testament Church clearly swept aside many 
cultural things — all the observances of the Mosaic 
law with few exceptions, those were cultural as well 
as religious. 


But this one thing was not moved despite the fact 
of the New Testament teaching that there is an 
equality of all before God, a basic equality of all 
the members of Christ, though there is the corres- 
ponding New Testament doctrine that not all have 
the same function. Though there is a basic personal 
- equality, there is not a functional equality in the 
Body — each member has its own function in its own 
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place, so it can’t be said that it’s simply cultural. 
There’s something more than that to it. 


There are, then, these theological aspects 
that have to be weighed very carefully? 


That’s one, and another one is the very serious 
one that the Church has, for almost almost 20 cen- 
turies held this prohibition and seemingly held it 
as of divine origin — and that’s a theological reality. 
It can’t be just swept aside and ignored. 


In a related subject — the permanent 
diaconate grows — as more and more dio- 
ceses implement this program. Have you 
any views on the growth of the married 
permanent diaconate? 


Iam very favorable to the development of the per- 
manent diaconate. It was not introduced into 
Oklahoma because the priests several years ago 
voted as a body not to introduce it at that time. It 
is presently under discussion again and I think 
there is a developing attitude toward it and I would 
hope to see it introduced before too long. 


‘new springtime’ 


You recently made some public comments 
on peace in Vietnam. As we talk at this 
moment the peace talks have just been re- 
established in Paris. Do you feel that we 
should take drastic action to curtail the 
war and stop the bombing? 


Yes, I see the President’s laudable goal of ending 
the war, and I think that probably is one thing on 
which everybody is now enthusiastically unanimous 
— that we ought to end the war. The divisions exist 
on the way in which that is being done and I don’t 
see how we can justify the bombing and killing of 
non-combatants and civilians. There is the princi- 
ple of proportionality also involved about the 
destruction of land, property and life, far outweigh- 
ne the good which can be derived from the whole 
thing. 


People have been saying that one shouldn’t say 
these things, that one should support the President. 
It would be a tremendous peril in this country if 
the President didn’t want to hear the honest reac- 
tions of the people, and I think it’s an expression 
of loyalty to the President and to the country to say 
things. I think people in positions of oe ey 
should say something. 


We recently had the pronouncement from 
Rome regarding not more than one Com-

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John J. Montgomery © 
Forgotten man of aviation 


BY James R. Spurgeon 


James Sprugeon of La Mesa aims to “see 
Montgomery properly honored in San Diego’s 
Aviation Hall of Fame and a more authentic 
reproduction of his machine in the Aerospace 
Museum.” He has reproduced drawings of 


Montgomery’s 1883 and 


1905 gliders. The late 


Bishop Charles F. Buddy was very active in 
getting the Montgomery monument erected near 
San Ysidro where the first flights were made. 


SAN DIEGO and America 
owe much to John J. Mont- 
gomery — a native Califor- 
nian and great scientist 
who designed, built and 
flew man’s first successful 
controlled aircraft from an 
Otay hilltop in August, 1883. 


He thus gave to us the 
greatest aviation heritage 
of any city in the world. 


Let us go back a bit and 
review the early life of 
Montgomery, who was born 
in Yuba City, Feb. 15, 1858. 
From childhood he was 


doubt only hurt him 
because,you see,John Mont- 
gomery was 25 years old, a 
very talented engineer 
whose hands and mind 
were well trained for the 
job he was undertaking. He 
felt he was endowed by God 
to be the first man to fly. 


ON AUGUST 28, 1883, 


John, with the help of 
brother James, loaded the 
light craft on a wagon frame 
and covered it with straw. 
He and James-hitched up 
mounted the 
flying 


the horses, 


wagon with the 


“JIM PULLED the rope a 
short distance, let go and I 
proceeded against the 
wind, gliding down hill for 
a distance of about 600 feet. 
In this experience I was 
able to direct my course at 
will. 


“A peculiar sensation 
came over me. The first feel- 
ing in placing myself at the 
mercy of the wind and after 
that, fear. Immediately 
after came a feeling of sec- 
urity when I realized the 
solid support given by the 
wing surface. 


“And this support was of 
a very peculiar nature. 
There was a ‘cushiony soft- 
ness’ about it, yet it was 
firm. When I found the 
machine would follow my 
movements in the seat for 
balancing, I felt I was self- 
bouyant.”’ 


AND THUS it happened, 
the event that was to start 
man’s mastery of the air.

captivated by the flight of 
birds, nature’s greatest fly- 
ing teachers. 


JOHN ATTENDED ‘St. 
Joseph’s school in Oaklands 
then St. Mary’s high school. 
An uncle taught John the 
trade of black-smithing 
which was to weave into the 
flying machine building 
project later. ' 


During John’s freshman 
year at Santa Clara College, 
1874-75, he took great inter- 
est in science classes. 


He earned science 
degrees in 1879 and 1880 at 
St. Ignatius College, San 
Francisco, under the bril- 
liant Rev. Joseph Neri who 
first introduced electric 
lighting to San Francisco 
for the Centennial Celebra- 
tion, 1876. 


JOHN’S FAMILY moved 
to a new ranch near Otay in 
December 1881 and John 
followed in 1882. He set up 
his lathe and workshop and 
was allowed the barn loft 
for construction of his first 
glider he designed in 1882. 


He built it with the help 
of his sister Jane, pumping 
the bellows to fire his steam 
boiler for fashioning ash 
wood strips into parabolic 
cambered wing ribs like 
those of the birds. 


John’s friends and 
neighbors had learned of 
his idea of flying and they 
joshed him about being 
“crazy,” thinking he could 
fly. To John, the joshing and 


machine under straw and 
drove off toward the Otay 
hills. 


THEY CARRIED rifles to 
make anyone who saw them 
think they were only going 
rabbit hunting. The flying 
site had been previously 
chosen by John and in his 
own words he described the 
events to follow. 


“I assembled the glider 
with help from James and 
when fully rigged, I stood 
straddling the center keel 
member of the frame, hold- 
ing the ship up with my 
hands. James stood ready, 
holding a short length of 


rope which too was 
attached to the _ keel 
member. 


“A fine breeze was blow- 
ing from the seaward up the 
slope. When a_ brisk 
increase in the wind came 
I yelled ‘now’ and made a 
little run and jumped into 
the air.

John Montgomery con- 
tinued his flying experi- 
ments in the San Francisco 
area, near Santa Clara Col- 
lege where he held a pro- 
fessorship., 


He developed a tandem 
bi-plane that was lifted into 
the air by a hot air balloon 
then released at altitudes 
up to 4,000 feet, the glider 
doing stunts and graceful 
rolls on the way down. 


John was flying his Ever- 
green in 1911 when, after 
making an adjustment on 
the stabilizer, he crashed 
from a height of 20 feet, a 
stove bolt penetrated his 
brain bringing death to the 
great man. 


CURRENTLY, several 
full-sized Montgomery 1883 
gliders are under construc- 
tion and will be flown to set 
history straight and 
remember the _ forgotten 
man of aviation.

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munion in one day. This and things like 
Communion-in-the-hand seem to be minor 
matters in some ways. These things tend 
to worry people and people question the 
reason for the Church to pronounce on 
them as relatively unimportant. 


Is your question why does Rome deal with these 
things that are seemingly inconsequential? In the 
life of the Church there is very little that is incon- 
sequential, and when it deals with the manner of 
the celebration of the sacraments or the pastoral 
context of the reception of the sacraments, I don’t 
think those things are inconsequential. They have 
profound effects.

People are profoundly disturbed by some of these 
things and the Church has to be concerned with 
people who are disturbed. In the New Testament we 
have a model for dealing with such problems in the 
Pauline churches — the problem of the use of meat 
sacrificed to idols. Well, Paul said, of course ’m 
free, I can do what I want in that matter, but he 
said we must take into account the tender consci- 
ence of some who may be shocked and scandalized 
by this. 


And he said: After all, Christ died for this brother 
and if ’m going to hurt him by eating meat sac- 
rificed to idols then I should forego it. So there must 
be a pastoral concern for those who have tender feel- 
ings and the Church has to try to moderate these 
things. 

There’s another Pauline principle that there 
should be order — that all things be done according 
to order — and this has to be done in the Commun- 
ion of the Church, in the sharing of the local 
churches in these matters so that they are not done 
in an erratic way. These are important considera- 
tions. ; 


Thirdly, if you want to say that the Church should 
not be bothered with inconsequential things, the 
fact of the matter is that the Church is very much 
concerned with consequential things and saying a 
whole lot of things about consequential things. It 
isn’t as if, when the Church is talking about some 
smaller matters, that she is neglecting the major 
matters. 


It’s a very sad, unfortunate and reprehensible 
thing that ifthe Pope says anything about Eucharist 
or Communion-in-the-hand or the wearing of vest- 
ments or things like this there’s a chorus of reproba- 
tion visited upon him but very little is said about 
the tremendous progressive social teaching that 
Pope Paul VI has given to the Church. 


And even less is said about the magnificent wit- 
ness that the Pope has given to the Universal Church 
of simplicity and humility and a trascendent char- 
ity. He never strikes back. He’s never been vindic-

tive. He’s never struck back at anyone and there’s 
that magnificent witness of charity and humility and 
apostolic concern that he’s given in the Universal 
Church. 


We’ve all heard the phrase “crisis of 
authority” in the Church where in recent 
years we have seen open debate; cardinals 
with the Pope, priests with their bishops, 
and so on. What is your view of this “crisis 
in authority?” : 


I think I would say that the “crisis of authority” 
reached a peak because there wasn’t any easy way 
of sharing in the decision-making process in the 
past and suddenly this possibility appeared. I think, 
like anything that is new and untested, there was 
probably a long moment of awkwardness in 
responding to that opportunity. 


I believe that now the awkward stage is behind 
us and I think that there’s a maturity coming in, and 
I don’t foresee an extended period of grave crisis 
of authority. I think persons who hold authority see 
their role of authority in a different light and I think 
those who are working with people in authority also 
see their position in a different light. I think there 
is a greater feeling of being at home with the new 
relationship. 


This will also be helped by the fact that 
for instance, in this (San Diego) diocese we 
are soon to have a synod in which 
everybody’s views will be incorporated? 


Yes, very much so. 


Another burning topic of today — on which 
you issued a pastoral — is the matter of 
prison reform. Do you think the Church 
should be much more involved? 


Yes, I think it’s a very very important question and 
one in which the Church should take a clear and 
very definite interest. 


Has anything transpired as a result of your 
pastoral? : 


Yes, various interested groups are now meeting 
with me and we are trying to work together and fos- 
ter cooperative efforts among interested groups. 
Prisoners and the governor of Oklahoma have writ- 
ten thanking me. I have expressed a desire to work 
with him and, using the moral resources of the 
Church, to aid in prison reform in the state of 
Oklahoma. 


Your own present position as : rchbishop 
of a newly formed archdioces: indicates 
the Church’s continuing deveicpment in 
breaking former boundaries to set up small 
units. Do you foresee a time when many 
boundaries will be made much smaller — 
diocesan and parish? 


I think it’s a desirable trend. As a result of Vati- 
can II we have a committee at the national confer- 
ence (of bishops) which is called the committee for 
the selection of bishops and the boundaries of dio- 
ceses, and the Vatican Council document on this 
subject makes that point, too, that there should be 
a continuing review, not only of the boundaries of 
dioceses, but of the boundaries of ecclesiastical 
provinces. 


Do you visualize the day of smaller 
parishes, with the decrease in schools and 
parish plant to be maintained? 


Probably. But there are many things that go into 
that — the availability of priests; the numbers of 
people... Sometimes the place... you have to have 
a place to gather people together for the celebration 
of the liturgy. 


Yes, but from the priests’ point of view are 
there not advantages — for instance, 
instead of being the youngest archbishop 
in the United States, under other circum- 
stances you might be waiting another 8 or 
10 years to become a pastor. There would 
be benefits for priests who could become 
shepherds of their own flocks in parishes 
much sooner? 


Yes. It’s certainly a goal that should always be 
before the mind. But like any ideal it is far short 
of what it should be and we have to be striving for 
it, but we also have to retain a sense of realism. 


You have no newspaper in your archdio- 
cese. Do you see the need for a Catholic 
newspaper in your area? 


Oh definitely, and I have been working on trying 
to develop something for the better part of a year. 
We are on the verge of reaching some practical con- 
clusions, but I have to defer now because of the divi- 
sion and until the new bishop is there (Tulsa dio- 
cese). I hope we can have some form of cooperative 
effort. 


Without a newspaper how do you manage 
to communicate? 


Very poorly. It’s practically impossible. The only 
way is through letters to the diocese and that’s not 
a very effective way, ...«.. | .

Now I’m Catholic again 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about ...the trends and tangents of 
popular thinking in the post-Vatican II 
Church. 


On a recent Cursillo weekend, one of 
us recalled, a priest was heard to state 
that for most of his life he had been a 
Catholic, but shortly after ordination, 
he became a Christian. Now, some 
years later, he claimed “I am a 
Catholic again.”’ 


“T don’t understand what he meant,”’ 
she said. 


KNOWING THE priest in question, 
and his wry, laconic manner of com- 
ment, we laughed and tried to explain 
what was, in effect, a summary in 
capsule of a trend which swept many of 
us along in its wake. 


People hear what they want to hear 
— and that truism is not weakened by 
repetition! Regretably, the Vatican II 
statement on ecumenism said more of 
compromise and abdication of identity 
to some enthusiasts than its wording 
ever expressed. 


Taking Christian unity at face value, 
some of us waxed militant about inter- 
denominational services and _inter- 
“‘discovered’’ that 
Methodists and Presbyterians) or 
Baptists, were ‘“‘better’’ Christians 
than Catholics. 


WE DEPLORED the traditional 
“Jegalism’’ of Catholic teaching 
without pausing to recognize it as the 
outcome of our own apathy and 
theological ignorance. 


The rosary, Marian doctrines and 
ultimately, the sacraments, appeared 
as stumbling blocks to our  un- 
derstanding of ‘‘unity’’ and we 
denigrated, ignored or diluted them in, 
deference to our separated brethren. 


“T am Christian, not Catholic,’’ was 
the slogan nailed to our masthead, and 
some impassioned devotees, with more 
valor than discretion, avowed 
“shame” for their Catholic affiliation! 


THOSE ECUMENISTS who not only 
heard what the council fathers had 
actually said, but probably said it 
themselves, could be observed in the

moaning like the chorus in a Greek 
tragedy, ‘‘Beware, beware. Vive la 
difference... ’’or a suitable Greek or 
Latin translation! 


But identity is not discarded without 
personal hazard. Eventually we come 
to realize that much we felt compelled 
to deny for the sake of ‘‘ecumenism”’ 
was not only of great value, but vital to 
our faith. 


As the ecumania gradually abated, 
there was the Church — weathered, 
familiar, faulty as we ourselves — but 
unquestionably Christian in the 
sacramental presence and _ priestly 
brotherhood of . Christ. And, 
astonishingly, much beloved. 


SO OFTEN WE GROW to adulthood 
still children in the Church. The Roman 
Catholic Church — so much vilified, 
disliked, persecuted (as Christ was) by 
those outside her persuasion — seems 
monolithic, authoritarian, inflexible, 
devoid of compassion and_ un- 


derstanding. Very like the image 
adolescence .forms of _ parental 
authority! 


We feel the need to break away, to 
“be ourselves,” and to make our own 
decisions. Like the family, the Church 
appears full of blind old people with no 
comprehension or appreciation of. the 
magnificent potential of our youth nor 
the truth of our instincts. 


But when the defiance and resistance 
have died — after the impetuous 
exhibitionism and extravagant 
posturing — we may look back at that 
forbidding ogre and see love, and 
wisdom and experience. We may 
discern truths hidden from us before. 


THEN WE FIND that the fetters we 
thought once bound us really existed in 
our minds. The freedom we left to seek 
was truly present all the time. 


Finally, when we have discovered, or 


re-discovered our love for her, in a ~ 


new, mature understanding of human 
frailty, we may hear and understand 
when someone says, a little ruefully, ‘I 
was a Catholic, then a Christian; but 
now I am a Catholic again.”’ 


And laugh.

‘Unfinished business’ 
for Churches promises 


challenging 1973 


“UNFINISHED BUSINESS” rather than 
dramatic new agenda items is likely to 
dominate the religious docket in 1973. 

In the U.S., the theory, practice and inter- 
religious implications of Christian evangelism 
will be high on the list of priorities as Key 73, 
with broad Protestant and some Catholic par- 
ticipation, calls “our continent to Christ.” 

The year opened with an international con- 
ference on “Salvation Today” in Bangkok, 
Thailand, under World Council of Churches 
sponsorship. Consideration of the salvation 
theme can be anticipated around the globe as 
all Churches seek to respond to personal long- 
ings for experience of transcendence in a 
world where social justice must also be a 
religious goal. 


AND THERE WILL BE: 


—Debate, and possible court actions, on 
abortion, tax credits for parochial educa- 
tion and church taxation in the U.S. 
—Strides for peace in Indochina, North- 
ern Ireland, the Middle East and 
elsewhere. 

—Religious and political upheavals in 
southern Africa and Latin America. 


—Teachings considered basic to Catholic 
education, as the U.S. hierarchy antici- 
pates the release of a document on this 
issue forcefully raised in post-Vatican II 
years. 
—The role of women in ministry, high- 
lighted when the Episcopal Church’s 
~ General Convention in October takes up 
the question of women priests. 


ON OTHER FRONTS, at least seven U.S. 
Protestant denominations will be implement- 
ing national restructures approved in 1972 and 
the eight-denomination Consultation on 
Chureh Union (COCU) will be attempting to 
shore up support following 1972 setbacks. 
American Catholic bishops plan to issue a pas- 
toral on the Virgin Mary and the 40th Eucharis- 
tic Congress will open in Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, with Pope Paul not expected to be pre- 
sent. 


Continuing trends evident in the late 1960s, 
evangelism (including such questions as the 
meaning of Christian mission and how salva- 
tion may be understood in the late 20th cen- 
tury) has been boosted into the spotlight by a 
variety of theological and cultural forces. 


One of those forces is resurgence of 
tradition-oriented Christian groups contend- 
ing that the Churches have become overly 
involved in social action. But that is only one. 


THE TURN OF MANY youths toward Eastern 
mysticism and occultism and ‘Jesus People” 
criticism of both liberal and conservative 
churches is spurring across-the-board reas- 


sessment of the distinct role of religion in per- 
sonal and group life. 

More universal is the awareness that human 
beings do not find the meaning, personal 
involvement or freedom they seek in totally 
secular contexts. The rising tide of spiritual 
questing has led to renewed appreciation for 
evangelism. 

Without giving up commitments made to 
ecumenism, social justice, interracial prog- 
ress, women’s rights and world, peace and 
development in the 1960s virtually every U.S. 
Church in 1973 is seeking ways to undergird 
spiritual needs and intensify consciousness of 
mission among clergy and laity. 


EVANGELISTIC thrusts, in some instances, 
take on the character of a return to fundamen- 
talistic or strict traditionalist understandings 
of faith. Most, however, are stressing that any 
individual commitment to God must be accom- 
panied by a pledge to put love and justice into 
practice. 

Likewise, the official literature of Key 73 
gives due attention to Christian responsibility 
in social and political arenas, as well as sound- 
ing the more traditional notes of biblical 
authority, individual salvation and a personal 
God. 

One of the most interesting Key 73 develop- 
ments is the involvement of perhaps two dozen 
Catholic dioceses in an effort initiated by 
evangelical Protestants. Providing consider- 
able latitude in the style and degree of partici- 
pation, Key 73 is expected to command sub- 
stantial Protestant and Catholic energy in 
many areas of the nation this year, including 
the San Diego diocese. 

KEY 73, MEANWHILE, has raised some 
anxieties and evoked some criticisms. Reflect- 
ing the feelings of Protestants and Catholics 
emphasizing social change, Dr. Donald G. 
Bloesch of Dubuque Theological Seminary in 
Iowa said in the January 3 issue of Christian 
Century that Key 73 stands in “danger of con- 
fusing evangelism with promotionalism.” 

Dr. Bloesch also warned against oversim- 
plification of the Christian Gospel, but he 
warmly applauded the emphasis on repen- 
tance and prayer which, he added, “are the 
preconditions for the renewal of the Church 
and society in our time...” 


Attention to mission and evangelism is not 


likely to deter an expanding interreligious © 


coalition that is lobbying for peace in 


‘Indochina. 1973 was less than a week old when 


Protestant, Catholic and Jewish peace 
advocates gathered in Washington, D.C., to 
make their voices heard, and to lend support 
to members of Congress demanding an end to 
the bombing in Vietnam and a withdrawal of 
all U.S. forces. 

SPECULATION ON what might happen in 
Northern Ireland and the Middle East in 1973 
seemed of questionable value as the new year 
opened. There are some indications that the 
Catholic hierarchy in both Northern Ireland 
(Ulster) and the Republic of Ireland may be 
more aggressive in peace efforts. 

Right-to-life groups and those backing 
liberal abortion laws are sure to clash, espe- 
cially in New York state where a second 
attempt is shaping up in the legislature to 
repeal a provision allowing abortion on 
demand up to the 24th week of pregnancy. A 
repeal measure passed in 1972 was vetoed by 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller. 

A ruling on the complicated and emotion- 
wrought abortion issue is expected from the 
U.S. Supreme Court, which also has before it 
tax credit plans for providing some public 
assistance to parents of children in parochial 
schools. 
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THE MATTER OF tax exemption for 
Churches and religious organizations looms. 
Several states and cities are considering the 
possibility of decreasing the amount of church- 
held property free of taxes. Some religious 
groups, notably Protestant and ecumenical 
agencies with social action backgrounds, con- 
tinue to charge the Internal Revenue Service 
with using its investigative power to dampen 
social ministries. ; 

Debate and possible action in Congress to 
clarify the extent to which non-taxed groups 
can attempt to influence legislation and public 
policy is not unlikely. The current law forbids 
tax free organizations from using a “sub- 
stantial’ part of its funds for lobbying. 

The year unfolded with U.S. Catholic bishops 
individually considering a draft document, 
“Basic Teachings for a Catholic Religious Edu- 


cation,” designed to spell out the “irreducible 
minimum of doctrines” required in post- 
Vatican II instruction. Work continues, on 
development of an American catechetical 
directory. 


UNEXPECTED developments may _ over- 
shadow everything scheduled and anticipated. 
But without any surprises, the ‘“‘unfinished 
business”? in religion promises a challenging 
1973.

It is understandable why you are con- 
fused. You were under the impression that 
the Pope is infallible in everything. I think 
you would benefit greatly by reading the 
book, Renewal and the Middle Catholic, by 
William J. Bausch and printed by Fides 
Publishers, Notre Dame, Indiana. It is avail- 
able in paperback edition. In one chapter 
the author describes how we (Catholic 
teachers) were partly the source of this con- 
fusion. 


He explains that “we taught a preoc- 
cupied immigrant people in simple terms 
and in direct quotations. It was felt that the 
people were not ready for a lot of refine- 
ments and theories and distinctions. Such 
things were, of course, always there, kind 
of like being in the footnotes, but it was con- 
sidered dangerous and unnecessary to 
dwell on them... It was safer to give one 


way, one theory, one custom as absolute __ 


truth and practice and not confuse the 
people...” 

Recent objections by readers to theological 
plurality as expressed in ‘“‘A time to keep”’ in 
the ‘Southern Cross reflect that an older 
philosophy of teaching religion still exists — 
and vociferously.

U.S. bishop's education document 
cites ‘lived example of the teacher’ 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The U.S. Catholic 
bishops have approved for publication a 37- 
page document on ‘‘Basic Teaching for 
Catholic Religious Education,” which has 
been two years in preparation. 

The document, which incorporates three 
_main themes of Catholic teaching — prayer, 

“liturgy and the Scripture — and expresses 
the essential elements of Catholic faith, is 
expected to be published in pamphlet form 
for use by parents, Catholic schools, CCD 
programs and those who give adult courses 
in religious education. 


The basic teachings document, which 
includes 28 pages of doctrine, two ap- 
pendices containing the Commandments, 
Beatitudes, precepts, other formulae, and 
116 footnotes, was undertaken at the request 
of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops (NCCB). 

COMPLETED BY an ad hoc committee of 
bishops headed by Archbishop John F. 
Whealon of Hartford, Conn., the document 
has been the subject of widespread con- 
sultation and has undergone several 
revisions. 

In December, the NCCB Administrative 
Committee sent the final text to all 
American bishops, asking their approval or 
rejection by ballot. Approval required a two- 
thirds affirmative vote. 


In the introduction, the document 
declared that faith, prayer and the ‘‘lived 
example of the teacher” are essential and 
that no list of documents can produce ef- 
fective religious education. It added that 

_ “certain basic teachings are necessary for 
doctrinal substance and stability.” 


NOTING THAT the text sets down prin- 
cipal elements of the Christian message, the 
introduction affirms that ‘‘these basic 
teachings be central in all Catholic in- 
struction, be never overlooked or minimized 
and be given adequate and frequent em- 

“phasis.” 

The document goes on to state that only the 
authoritative teachings of the Catholic 
Church be presented in religious instruction 
of official Catholic doctrine. ‘Religious 
texts or . . . teachers should never present 

merely subjective theorizing as to the 
Church’s teaching,”’ it added. 

Declining to give priority to any specific 

doctrine or guidance as to methods of 


religious instruction, it does state that the 
most effective methods are expected to be 
used in this kind of instruction. 


THE NEW DOCUMENT is not the same 
as that of the Vatican’s General 
Catechetical Directory, published in 1971 
to offer practical guidelines for religious 
education. It is not to be confused, either, 
with the American adaptation of the Vatican 
directory that is now being prepared. 


However, according to the document’s 
introduction, the basic teachings’ text 
should be read in light of the Vatican 
directory, ‘“‘by which its admittedly limited 
scope can readily be understood.” 


The new document is also expected to 
provide input into the planned U.S. National 
Catechetical Directory. 


IN A LETTER sent to all bishops in 
December, Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin 
of Cincinnati, then general secretary of the 
NCCB, said the document had already been 
approved by the Vatican Congregation for 
the Clergy, which issued the general 
directory. 

The new document has 25 subdivisions of 
teachings — ranging from the ‘“‘mystery”’ of 
the Trinity to ‘“‘Jesus Christ, the Center of 
All God’s Saving Works”’ to ‘‘The Perfection 
of Christian Love’’ and a section on ‘‘final 
reunion’ with God. 


It provides sections on worship, witness, 
creation, the Holy Spirit, the sacraments, 
“human and Christian freedom,’ sin, 
morality, the Church as People of God, and 
the Church as community. 


IN THE FIRST of its basic themes, the 
document address itself to the importance of 
prayer. It said that the People of God must 
always be taught to pray, adding that 
Christians must ‘‘learn to be gradually led 
on by more mature prayer — to meditation, 
contemplation and union with God.” 


In its second theme, on liturgy, the 
document affirms that the Christian com- 
munity is called to take part actively in the 
liturgical prayer of the Church. 

The third theme, familiarity with the Holy 
Bible, notes that the life of prayer is 
nourished by reading the Bible, itself a form 
of prayer. The document says the Word of 
God nourishes and inspires, strengthens and 
sustains and is the primary source, with 


‘tradition, of Church teaching. 
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Pope warns of Vatican II ‘distortions’. 


VATICAN CITY — In _ wide-ranging 
discourse Pope Paul warned of “‘distortions 
and misinterpretations’ of Vatican II, 
complained that modern men do not ‘‘match 
with action’ what they promise to God, and 
urged year-end accounting of stewardship to 
God. 

Speaking of the value of Vatican II direc- 
tives and their applications in today’s 
Church, the pontiff asked: ‘‘For us... what 
has happened after the council whose aim 
was to renew and not subvert our adherence 
to the life of the Church? 

“What consequences have we admitted as 
legitimate and salutory and which instead 
have we admitted as being ruinous and 
disturbing?” 

CITING THE Christmas celebration 
which just ended and a return to more 
routine living, Pope Paul said that like all 
good businessmen at the end of the tax year, 
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‘“‘we must make our own accounts of what 
we have gained from our participation in the 
religious celebrations — spiritual im- 
pressions, the in-depth examination of some 
Word of God, or some mystery of grace.” 


In the Gospel parable of the ‘‘talents,”” he 
said, the abundance of Divine gifts is. there 
for those ‘‘who have welcomed and made 
good use of such gifts . . .’ He also noted that 
the Christian vocation ‘‘is a great fortune 
but it requires diligence and coherence.” 


Complaining that modern men do not 
always match their actions to what they 
promise God, the Pope said “promises and 
promises are not always matched by facts. 
We are not logical with the Lord; we are not 
always faithful.” 

HE CALLED this lack of active response 
to promises a “tacit infidelity to God.”

First, most people who earn less than 
$15,000 a year do not pay enough state 
income tax to benefit significantly from 
the bill; and secondly, the financially 
ailing nonpublic school system will 
have to absorb at least some of the 
benefit made possible by the bill by an 
immediate raise in tuitions. 

ACCORDING TO Edward English, a 
tax expert who interpreted the bill, a 
taxpayer with one dependent is not 
liable for any state income tax if his 
income is less than $6,850 a year. With 
an income of $10,000 he would pay about 
$70 in state income tax; at the $12,000 
level he would pay about $130 and at 
$15,000 a year about $150. 

With only one child in private school, 
therefore, parents between the $10,000 
and $15,000 income bracket would 
benefit fully from the bill. Parents

a year the reverse takes place. Parents 
have ample state income taxes from 
which to be relieved but the bill does not 
provide the same potential in tax 
credits. 

According to the bill the $125 tax 
credit gradually reduces over $15,000 
and eventually disappears at the $19,000 
a year income bracket. A couple with 
an adjusted gross income of $18,000 for 
example may«be paying as much as 
$460 in state income tax but are only 
eligible for a tax credit of $25 per child. 

ACCORDING TO this reporter’s 
calculations, parents with a big number 
of children and an adjusted gross in- 
come about midway between $15,000 
and $19,500 will squeeze the most out of 
AB 1724. 

For example, a couple earning just 
under $17,000 a year in adjusted gross 
income would pay about $320 in state 
income taxes. The tax credit in this

bracket is $75 per child. With four 
children in nonpublic schools, 
therefore, this couple would be saved 
$300. 

(All these speculations, however, are 
subject to Franchise Tax Board _ in- 
terpretation. ) 

SECONDLY, EVEN for those who 
succeed in getting maximum ad- 
vantage from the bill, the financial 
relief will be offset by -an inevitable 
increase in school tuition. According to 
Msgr. Edmund S. O'Neill, diocesan 
superintendent of Catholic schools for 
the Sacramento diocese, at least a part 
of the financial relief provided by this 
bill will have to be absorbed by the 
school system itself. The level of 
teacher salaries in particular, he said, 
urgently needs attention. 

What this will mean in practice is that 


the parents getting $300 in tax relief out” 


of the bill may have already paid out a 
substantial part of that in tuition in- 
creases for their four children. 


There are many unanswered 
questions as to how such increases 
should be worked out, Msgr. O’Neill 
said. Two possibilities will have to be 
examined: either increase tuition for 
all parents across the board and then 
give back relief (in the form of 
scholarships) to parents who do not 
qualify for tax credits; or set up a 
sliding scale for tuitions and charge 
fees according to tax credit eligibility. 


THE SYMBOLIC victory represented 
by this bill, however, seems to be its 
greatest long term value — if it sur- 
vives the inevitable court test that is.

of the Word (Scripture) in 
the Catholic Church, and 
historic debates about the 
relation of Word and 
sacrament must now be seen 
in a new light.”

Born in Pollenza in 1883, 


Cardinal Cento was ordained 
in 1905, became a bishop in 
1922 and an archbishop four 
years later. He was a 
Vatican diplomat in 
Venezuela, Peru, Belgium, 
Luxembourg and Portugal.

The 
site reverts to the City 
Council which gave it to the 
church in 1912, and the 
structure will be demolished. 


Archbishop acts 
in sniper tragedy 


In NEW ORLEANS, Arch- 
bishop Philip M. Hannan 
visited families of those 
killed by sniper shooting 
from the roof of Howard 
Johnson’s Motor Lodge. Six 
were killed and 17 wounded. 


The archbishop volun- 
teered as a hostage for the 
release of any being held 
against their will and offered 
prayers on TV. Also on. the 
scene was Father Peter 
Rogers, OMI, chaplain of 
the New Orleans Police 
and Fire Departments. 


Church land for 
housing proposed 


In LONDON, a bishops’ 
social welfare commission 
suggested that the Church, 
government agencies and 
nationalized industries make 
available land they own for 
new housing. 

“The Church should offer 
positive, if limited, help by 
making church land 
available for _ building, 
wherever possible,” said the 
commission formed by the 
Bishops’ Conference of 
England and Wales. 


Family study 
panel formed 


In VATICAN CITY, Pope 
Paul set up a clergy-lay 
Committee for the Family to 
study divorce, abortion and 
birth control questions. 


The committee will 
provide a forum for dialogue 
and research on _ family- 
related problems and be a 
coordinating agency to 
“study, screen and pass on 
information to Church of- 
ficials.”’

Arizona upholds 
abortion law 


In TUCSON, an Arizona 
appeals court upheld a state 
law permitting abortions 
only to save the mother’s 
life. The ruling reverses a 
lower court’s decision. 


The appeals court said the 
abortion law is a_ proper 
exercise of the state’s police 
power and that the 
regulation of such matters is 
a legislative function with 
which the courts should not 
tamper. 


Churches take 
mutual action 


In PARIS, a_ theological 
committee of the Catholic 
and Reformed Churches in 
France agreed on the mutual 
recognition of baptisms and 
marriages in each other’s 
denomination. 


The committee was 
headed by Cardinal Paul 
Gouyan of Rennes and 
Pastor RP. Guiraud, 
secretary general of. the 
Reformed Church of France. 


Pope receives 
Israeli premier 


In VATICAN CITY, Pope 
Paul and Israeli Premier 
Golda Meir conferred for 
about an hour on the Middle 
East, Palestine refugees and 
Holy Places in Jerusalem. 


The meeting ‘‘does not 
signify nor imply the least 
change... in the attitude of 
the Holy See concerning the 
problems of the Holy Land,” 
said Federico Alessandrini, 
Vatiean press officer. 


He stressed the audience 
did not indicate any 
“preference”’ toward Israel 
and noted that the Pope also 
has received King Hussein of 
Jordan and other Arab 
leaders.

Rev. Hénry Horn is pastor 
of University Lutheran 
Church in Cambridge, 
Mass., and to students at 
Harvard University. The 
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author is obviously familiar 
with the theology and trends 
of renewal in the Catholic 
Church. 


He thoroughly examines 
three common problems in 
worship: liturgical language 
and the use of the 
imagination; the whole 
notion of corporate (as op- 
posed to individual) wor- 
ship; and the setting of 
an oral style in the midst of 
meaningful movements, 
actions and feelings. 


This is an important book 


for clergy and laity alike. 
Protestants have profited 
from our liturgical renewal. 
But now they are telling us — 
learn from our successes and 
failures. These Christians 
are right in pointing out to us 
certain unhealthy, if not 
disastrous, trends, in our 
experimentation.
